Early  Christians  were  known  foe 
their  simplicity,  directness  and 
sincerity.  They  worshipped  God  In 
spirit  and  truth.  Ritual  and  litur¬ 
gy  were  almost  nonexistent.  They 
spoke  to  each  other  in  psalms 
hymns  -ind  spiritual  songs,  mak¬ 
ing  melody  in  their  hearts  unto  the 
Lord.  They  were  convinced  that 
while  man  looks  upon  outward 
appearances,  God  searches  the 
heart. 

The  religions  they  knew  whether 
Jewish  or  pagan  were  encum¬ 
bered  and  weighed  down  with  a 
complicated  series  of  forms  and 
ceremon!es  A  number  o f  years 
ago,  it  was  claimed  that  a  tribe 
had  been  found  in  Australia  that 
had  no  religion;  however,  R  had  a 
long  series  of  ritual  and  cere  moo 
ies,  a  meaningless  repetition  of 
performances  without  religious 
content  The  tribe  is  a  deeeoerate 
people  held -by  habit  to  practices 
whose  significance  has  been  lost 
This  Ulus'  rates  tbs  lurking  danger 
in  form  devoid  of  power.

Why  this  state  of  affairs.  Per¬ 
sonally,  I  think  much  of  the  blame 
for  such  a  condition  liea  in  t  h  e 
lack  of  depth  and  actual  sincerity 
of  the  member's  initial  surrender 
to  Christ.

And  that,  of  course,  is  not  so 
much  a  problem  of  orientation  as 
it  is  of  indoctrination— and  here  we 
pastors  should  have  entered  the 
scene  in  the  first  place.

The  great  freedoms  “row  out  of 
this  principle.  It  is  interesting  to 
observe  that  in  our  Bill  of  Rights 
the  first  amendment  which  starts 
with  separation  of  church  and 
state  includes  freedom  of  speech, 
freedom  of  assembly  snd  the 
right  to  petition  the  government 
for  the  redress  of  grievances.  In 
the  first  government  Baptists  ever 
controlled,  they  granted  complete 
religious  liberty.  This  was  the  first 
time  history  ever .  witnessed  such 
i  freedom  With  ihis,  all  other 
freedoms  coupled  with  a  keen 
sense  of  justice  dominated  Rhode 
bland. 

PIONEEPS  IN  CONCFPT 

The  idea  of  a  regenerate  church 
membership  is  our  trophy  It  re 
luires  believers’  baptism.  It 
makes  the  institutional  idea  of  the 
iburcb  impossible. 

The  sovereign  nature  of  the  to¬ 
tal  church  requires  the  non-ec- 
llcsiastical  nature  of  our  deliber¬ 
ative  bodies  such  ’as  associations, 
lonventions  and  alliances.  If  hon- 
sred  snd  preserved,  no  great  ec- 
slcsiastical  hierarchy  could  devel¬ 
op,  no  totalitarian  church  could 
grow. 

The  general  bodiea  can  neither 
hgislate  nor  form  creeds  for  the 
■hurches.  They  bsve  left  that  to 
Catholic  and  related  groups  We 
have  insisted  on  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  as  iur  only  rule  of  faith  and 
practice.  Drs.  Boyce,  Mullins, 
Carroll,  Gambreel  and  TTuett  al-

Baptism  comes  before  the  Lord's 
Supper  in  the  divine  order  Of 
course,  it  demands  scriptural  bap¬ 
tism.  There  are  church  prereq¬ 
uisites  and  personal  prerequisites 
to  the  ordinances  The  church 
must  pass  on  confession  of  faith 
of  the  applicant  for  baptism  The 
church  must  pass  or.  the  baptism, 
faith  and  conduct  of  participant 
of  the  laird's  Supper.

Tlic  almost  sudden  death  of 
Dr.  M.  Thcron  Rankin,  Secretary 
of  our  Foreign  Mission  Board,  »«i 
a  shock  to  all  who  knew  him  and 
liis  work.  It  also  caused  a  sens* 
of  sorrow  and  loss. 

Dr.  Rankin  had  come  up  from 
the  ranks.  He  was  the  first  work¬ 
ing  missionary  to  be  named  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board. 

He  had  a  double  advantage  as 
leader  of  Southern  Baptist  For- 
'  eign  mission  work.  He  had  a  bril- 
liant  mind  and  a  working  knowl¬ 
edge  of  foreign  mission  work. 

In  Dr.  Rankin’s  home-going 
Southern  Baptists  have  lost  an¬ 
other  strong  leader. 

Because  he  was  a  missionary 
and  knew  the  missionaries’  prob¬ 
lems  he  was  probably  closer  to 
the  missionaries  than  any  man 
who  has  served  as  mission  secre¬ 
tary. 

He  made  the  word  “advance" 
the  motto  of  his  work.  And  for¬ 
eign  mission  work  did  just  that. 
He  was  a  tireless  and  sacrificial 
worker.  Even  after  he  had  heard 
the  death  sentence,  he  carried  on 
as  if  he  were  in  the  prime  of 
health  and  without  a  care. 

Although  our  Foreign  Mission 
Board  has  suffered  the  loss  of  a 
great  leader  God's  work  goes  on. 
Southern-  Baptists  will  press  on 
toward  the  great  “advance”  which 
Dr.  Rankin  proposed  and  pro¬ 
moted.

Others  Fear  Unionism 

Baptists  do  not  seem  to  be  alone 
in  their  opposition  to  a  super- 
church,  otherwise  known  as 
Church  .Union.  At  the  recent 
General  Convention  of  the  Luther¬ 
an  Church-Missouri  Synod,  Dr. 
John  W.  Behnken  in  his  presiden¬ 
tial  address  stated  that  the  only 
valid  basis  for  church  union  is 
•‘genuine  doctrinal  ’unity.” 

He  also  said,  “There  are  those 
who  urge  linking  up  with  other 
church  bodies  in  order  to  have 
strength  of  greater  numbers.  You 
hear  the  argument  again  and  again 
that  then  tliere  will  be  greater 
financial  strength  in  order  that 
you  can  make  greater  and  more 
effective  impacts  on  the  commun¬ 
ity  or  on  the  nation  or  on  the 
world.  However,  this  can  and 
should  be  done  only  on  the  basis 
of  genuine  doctrinal  unity.  If  it 
is  merely  striving  for  greater  num¬ 
bers,  and  if  it  result  in  a  compro¬ 
mise  of  God’s  truths,  indifference 
to  difficult  doctrines  and  a  weak- 
’  ening  to  sound  Scriptural  practice, 
it  is  sinful  and  God  cannot  be 
pleased  with  it.”

Union  have  felt  for  a  long  time 
that  the  Royal  Ambassador  organ¬ 
ization  was  inadequate.  Yet  they 
persevered.  Faithful  women  de¬ 
serve  the  everlasting  gratitude  of 
our  churches,  for  they  did  a  diffi¬ 
cult  job  when  no  one  else  showed 
interest.  The  Convention  voted 
against  the  suggestion  that  the 
program  for  boys  be  related  to 
Roy  Scouts,  though  it  is  doubtful 
that  the  action  taken  in  Houston 
settled  that  aspect  of  it  If  the 
Brotherhood  assumed  responsi¬ 
bility  for  the  program  of  mission¬ 
ary  education  and  recreation  for 
boys  it  is  probable  that  the  Con¬ 
vention  will  be  called  upon  for 
another  decision  at  some  I 'me  in 
the  future."

KOREAN  RELIEF  NOW 
HAS  NEW  ADDRESS 

QLOR1ETA,  N  M.  —  Southern 
Baptist*  attending  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  Conference  at  Glorieta  Bap¬ 
tist  Assembly  this  week  were  the 
first  ever  to  hear  a  message  di¬ 
rect  from  Korea  by  one  of  their 
own  missionaries.  The  speaker  was 
Dr.  N.  A.  Bryan,  formerly  of  the 
China  staff,  who  returned  to  the 
States  only  last  week. 

Dr.  Bryan  -said  the  "uncalled- 
for1  human  suffering  in  Korea  is 
one  of  the  most  terrible  things  In 
the  world.  Since  going  to  Korea  in 
1851,  be  has  ministered  to  be¬ 
tween  500  and  000  patients  per 
day,  many  of  whom  are  refugees. 

The  medical  service  is  without 
charge.  Dr.  Bryan  said,  because 
the  refugees  cannot  pay  even  a 
small  amount.  Gifts  of  money  and 
medicine  by  individuals,  churches, 
and  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
have  made  the  work  possible. 

Dr.  Bryan  described  the  living 
conditions  of  the  refugees  in  Pu¬ 
san,  where  Baptist  mission  bead- 
quarters  is  located.  Many  fam¬ 
ilies  live  in  one-room  shacks, 
eight  by  ten  feet;  sad  often  two 
or  three' families  live  in  one  room. 
The  people  are  hungry  and  have 
almost  no  clothing. 

The  missionary  doctor  said  the 
number  of  Baptist  churches  baa 
increased  from  80  to  40  when  the 
first  Southern  Baptist  missionary 
returned  there  in  April,  1851,  to  1X0

LONDON!  — (RNS>—  a  Commu 
nist  court  at  Pardubice  in  eastern 
Bohemia  has  sentenced  four  Czech¬ 
oslovak  Baptist  leaders  to  prison 
terms  ranging  from  five  to  1> 
years  for  “espionage  and  sabo¬ 
tage,”  to*  Prague  radio  reported 

The  four  were  identified  as  Dr 
Jindrick  Prochazka,  ormer  bead 
of  the  Baptist  training  college  at 
Prague,  who  was  sentenced  to  12 
years;  Jan  Ricar,  Baptist  Brother¬ 
ly  Union  chairman  for  Czechoslo¬ 
vakia,  It  years;  Michel  Kejsar, 
Slovakia  chairman  of  the  Union, 
five  years,  and  CyrC  Bur(,et,  sec¬ 
retary  of  die  Baptist  Church  in 
Prague,  seven  years.

GLORIETA,  N.  M.-“Moat  Chris¬ 
tians  have  been  sleeping  through  a 
revolution  which  haa  marked  the 
end  of  white  supremacy,”*  Dr.  H. 
Cornell  Goerner.  professor  of  mis¬ 
sions.  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary.  Louisville.  Ky.,  told  the 
Foreign  Missions  Conference  at 
Giorieta  in  an  interpretative  ad¬ 
dress  on  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board's  study  theme  for  the  year, 
“The  Eye*  of  the  World  Are 
Upon  You.” 

“The  age  of  imperialism,  colon¬ 
ialism.  and  white  supremacy  it 
done  with,”  he  said,  ai  he  called 
on  Southern  Baptists  to  bring 
their  thinking  about  world  mis¬ 
sions  up-to-date.  "In  the  field  of 
Christian  missions  there  haa  been 
a  revolution  of  similar  type." 

Dr.  Goerner  laid  there  are 
many  aspects  of  this  revolution  In 
the  missionary  enterprise.  The 
principal  feature  is  the  bringing 


Louisiana. 
Tennessee,  Texas,  and  Virginia. 
Texas  leads  all  th*  state*  with 
a  total  of  six,  Oklahoma  i*  sec¬ 
ond  with  five,  Louisiana  third  with 
four,  and  Tenneaae*  follows  with 
three.

Bishop  Bo  Giertz  of  Gothenburg. 
Sweden  (Lutheran)  thinks  ho  has 
discovered  the  reason  why  we 
have  better  church  members  in 
America.  Religious  News  Service 
quotes  him  as  saying  in  an  address 
at  Minneapolis:  "Apparently  the 
Free  Church  system  gives  t  h  * 
American  layman  greater  interest 
and  responsibility  in  his  church.” 
The  State  Church  system,  on  the 
other  hand,  he  pointed  out,  is  more 
likrfy  to  make  the  layman  be¬ 
lieve  everything  is  going  on  pretty 
well  without  his  help  and  contri¬ 
butions.  The  bishop  said  be  had 
th*  impression  that  America's 
churches  do  a  better  job  of  min¬ 
istering  to  people  in  the  cities 
than  do  comparable  churches  in 
Sweden.
